the early they started getting 
protein premium, butterfat prices were 
increasing, and their mixer wagon needed 
replaced; "so jumped into management 
intensive grazing" Keith said. Besides the 
Guernsey advantage components and dis- 
position, they are superior grazers, well 
having less calving and breeding prob- 
lems. Following his divorce 1992, Keith 
had herd with roughly half being 
Holstein, half Guernsey and few crosses. 
started using registered Guernsey bulls 
for clean-up. After the Holsteins were bred 
couple times Holstein bulls, they 
were put with the Guernsey bull. The 
crosses looked, milked and tested well. 
kept breeding the crosses registered 
Guernsey bulls and took advantage the 
AGA’s new grade-up program. Our first 
original cross lived 13, produced al- 
most 200,000M 4.91F 3.8P and had many 
offspring. Her youngest daughter, Lizzie, 
now scored EX-94 and recently fresh- 
ened with heifer calf," Keith says. They 
now have 120 reg. Guernseys, crosses, 
and only reg. Holsteins. strongly dis- 


agrees with the idea that Guernseys can’t 
compete with Holsteins, either the feed 
bunk the milk check. The past few 
years Dixons have sold several young Guern- 
sey bulls commercial Holstein breeders 
looking improve their herds. Hopefully 
they will continue develop their Guern- 
sey genetics and get involved with the AGA. 

The farm they rented Maryland was 
sold March 2002 they purchased 
farm southwestern Missouri. Brett, Katie 
and Keith enjoy intensively grazing Guern- 
seys, only supplementing with minimal grain 
the parlor year round and hay and haylage 
the winter.

rises well before the sun, grabs handful 


grapes, and makes his way the milk barn 
where spends the next few hours with the 
second love his life Guernsey cows. Since 
the early Stuart and his family have 
operated “family sized” dairy the heart 
thoroughbred country, Nicholasville, 
Over this time, Berryman Farm Guernseys 
have become fixture the local, state, and 
national farming communities, and Stuart has 
enjoyed every minute the journey thus far. 

Stuart Berryman graduated from the Uni- 
versity Kentucky 1959 with high hon- 
ors degree Agriculture, beautiful young 
wife (Jo Ann), and numerous opportunities 
pursue more “glamourous” career paths. 
However, each offer was met with the same 
response “Thank you, but love the farm, 
love the cows, and want 
and Joanne set household and began the 
long strange trip that would provide him the 
motivation and passion continue his 
Guernsey odyssey. 

Along with his sons, John and James, 
Stuart began breeding and building his Guern- 
sey herd, peaking milking cows.

Over the years, Berryman Farm has devel- 
oped several National Class Leading cows, 
many scored EX, with records over 30,000 
lbs. Berryman Farm Nell (lifetime 200,000 
Ibs plus), homebred bull, prime 
example the longevity, production, width, 
and milkiness that Stuart believes will con- 
tinue necessary the breed evolves.

More recently, Stuart has become in- 
volved marketing and promoting Guern- 
seys throughout the country, consigning top 
animals sales across the and encourag- 
ing individuals from other breeds become 
involved with Guernsey cattle. must pro- 
mote the benefits our breed throughout the 
industry, opening doors new markets and 
opportunities.” Stuart says. 

Over the last years, Stuart has seen 
many changes the Guernsey breed and the 
dairy industry general, many which are 
extremely challenging. However, when asked 
about the future the Guernsey breed, 
Stuart remains optimistic. “The Guernsey 
cow has provided for family for en- 
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tire life. believe that she can provide for 
kids, grand kids, and many future gen- 
erations. must open our minds and search 
for the opportunities that exist for promot- 
ing this breed throughout the world. The 
docile disposition and ability produce high 
component milk with minimal feed intakes 
makes Guernseys perfect fit for the com- 
mercial dairyman well the breeder more 
interested project calves for his her chil- 
dren. our responsibility both 
these markets and promote Guernseys 
each these distinct environments.” 

addition marketing and promotion, 
Stuart feels that must continue im- 
prove the stability our association and 
our breeding goals. “It vital that main- 
tain “tight ship” insure the financial 
health the AGA, that our flagship orga- 
nization may continue the programs that have 
been proven successful, well investi- 
gate new avenues for promotion and market- 
ing. addition, must mindful the 
right every breeder choose his her 
own course based what best for his 
operation. our duty provide him 
her with the necessary information, genet- 
ics, and markets accomplish his goals.” 

Furthermore, Stuart believes expand- 
ing the opportunities for our youth. “As 
organization, have great challenge 
attracting and retaining interested youth. 
need expand our youth programs, offer 
interesting and fun activities, and make them 
accessible possible order insure 
future survival our cows and our farms.” 

Finally, when asked about his personal 
breeding goals, Stuart expresses several needs. 
“First, must better job identifying 
and selecting breeding genetics. have long 
said that more bull mothers need come from 
the leading lifetime producer lists, rather than 
the index lists. These cows have proven that 
they can survive, reproduce, and profit- 
able for their owners. They are the kind 
cows that pay bills and believe that their 
offspring will too. Also, must strive im- 
prove the strength, width, and substance 
our cattle. know that wide, powerful cattle 
have the qualities that look for milking 
herd and can compete well the show ring. 
also would love see some deeper pedigreed 
bulls (5-6 generations) made available that 
may may not have outstanding produc- 
tion indexes, but will have functional type, 
longevity, and more shallow udders.” 

Undoubtedly, Stuart has seen lot his 
time (i.e. monkeys roller skates), but 
hopes that his experience and passion for 
Guernseys will provide benefits for the breed 
and opportunity serve the AGA 
Board Directors. Either way, 
before dawn every day, spending more time 
with his Guernsey girls and loving every 
minute it.
